IMPORTED FLORA 17th—A dark ‘roan cow, bred by Amos Cruick- 
shank, Aberdeenshire, Scotland; imported in 1883 by Hon. John Dryden, 
Brooklyn, Ontario, Can., and purchased at a long price on account of her 
rich breeding and individual merit. She was got by Perfection, one of Mr. 
Cruickshank’s Violet tribe, which was a favorite tribe bred by him for over 
forty eight years. She is of the Cressida family, a family that have distin- 
guished themselves as great milk and butter as well as great beef producers. 


VISCOUNT OF ANOKA 125081—Needs no introduction to the American 
public as a show and breeding bull. His winnings of 1895, 1899 and 1900 
were the sensations of those years. ‘The herd he headed the latter two was 
undefeated in the two years, either in their breed or over all breeds, having 
in that time won twelve first prizes in the Shorthorns and four first prizes 
over all breeds without a break, something never equalled in the history of 
the shows. His produce has been shown only in the last two years, but have 
demonstrated the fact that as a breeding bull he has no equal living.

IMP. WHITE ROSE—Was bred by John Millwood, Yorkshire, Eng.;

She was a white with a few red spots on her 
neck, a color that reappears frequently in her descendents. Her sire, Publi- 
cola, was, through sire and dam, descended from the celebrated Sockburn 
Sall, one of the oldest families in the herd book. In Mr. Dun’s hands, 
White Rose produced White Lady by George (2059); [imported by Messrs. 
Smith & Dun in 1836] afterwards owned and successfully bred by W. T. 
Calmes, her numerous descendents becoming greatly diversified, their 
excellent breeding qualities being greatly appreciated whether fitting them 
for the butcher’s block or the show ring. A number of our recent prize- 
winners trace to White Rose.
